After various appeals on May 3, 1971 a Petition 
for Writ of Certiorari was denied. The Judgment entered by 
this Court became final on June 6, 1971.

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above-mentioned microphone surveillance, Defendant's Memo- 
randum of Law in Support of the above-mentioned request cites 
Brady v. Maryland, 373 U.S. 83, S.Ct.

has reviewed its entire case file in this matter and re- 
presents by means of this response to defendant's Motion that 
no material exists in the Government's file which establishes 
either perjury by any government witness nor the use of any 
evidence allegedly obtained from a wire tap of Walter Felix. 
Brocca's restaurant. The Government has attached to this 
response to defendant's requests and Motions an Affidavit 
from Federal Bureau of Investigation, Special Agent| | 
oo Said Affidavit in conjunction with an Affidavit 
previously filed in this matter specifically establishes that 
no evidentiary material whatsoever concerning Frank Peter 
Balistrieri's criminal case was obtained nor contained in a 
wire tap of Walter Felix Brocca's Restaurant. The Government 
contends that nothing in the Government's file indicates 
anything to the contrary. Further, nothing is contained in 
the Government's file which in any manner corroborates 
defendant's contention that a government witness committed 
perjury at the trial of the defendant. 

Therefore, under any legal standard the Government 
has nothing to turn over to defendant in response to his 
request for exculpatory or favorable evidence.

UNDER RULE 16, FEDERAL RULES OF CRIMINAL

Defendant has requested under Rule 16 of the Federal 


Rules of Criminal Procedure all monitoring logs for conversa- 
tions overheard of Peter Balistrieri, Rudolph Porchetta, 


Joseph Maniaci, Carl pDentice and defendant, Frank Peter 


Balistrierl during an electronic surveillance at Walter Felix 
Brocca's Restaurant between June 10, 1964 and February 5, 
1965. Additionally, the defendant has requested all monitor- 
ing logs from the aformentioned electronic surveillance, 
Defendant cites Rule 16 as well as various cases which re- 
quire the Government to provide information concerning 
government electronic easedropping. As previously mentioned 
in this response the Government has filed an Affidavit and 
includes in this response an additional Affidavit from Specia 
agent| The Governments!’ position is that said 
Affidavits read in their entirety clearly and convincingly 
establish that no evidence exists which 1s utilized by the 
agents of the Federal Government in the preparation or oa 
presentation of the criminal tax case tried against the 
defendant, Frank Peter Balistrieri. Each Affidavit executed 
under oath by an agent who examined the requested monitoring 
logs clearly establishes no such relevant evidence of con- 
versations by the defendant, nox anyone else, occurred with 
respect to the defendants’ business activities or tax matters 
The Government opposes turning over to the defense the 
monitoring logs themselves as being unnecessary. The 
Government asserts numerous other identified individuals 

axe contained on the logs and turning said logs over to the 
defense would be unwarranted. Further, the Government 

would indicate that if the court is not satisfied with 

the Affidavits provided by Special agen | in 


this matter, the Government is prepared, although it feels 


i 
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that it is not necessary to do so, to turn over to the court 
for an in-camera inspection, the monitoring logs themselves. 

Finally, it should be noted that at the time of 
trial, when a previously undisclosed electronic surveillance 
of Frank Peter Balistrieri became known to the court, the 
trial judge conducted an extensive pre-trial hearing to 
determine whether Or not the tax case was "tainted" by that 
easedropping. During the course of that pre-trial hearing, 
numerous witnesses were called to the stand to testify, under 
oath and the Government established to the trial courts satis- 
faction a completely independent basis for the tax case which 
was the subject matter of defendant's conviction. It appears 
to the Government in view of that finding that any furthex 
inguiry into electronic surveillance -is immaterial. Each 
witness establishes the source of his information wholly 
independent of any Glectonic surveillance. 

Defendant has also moved for statements and reports 


of witnesses under 18 U.S.C. §3500., Defendant has specificall

This Court previously has taken certain monitoring logs 


of conversations overheard of various individuals by electronic 
surveillance at Walter F. Brocca Restaurant, 519 West Well St., 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, between June’10, 1964, and December 30,. 
1964. (I note that the brief of the Government filed February — 
7, 1977, wndicates that the electronic euvveiiisnee continued 
until February 5, 1965; however, the logs of dates between 
December 30, 1964, and February 5, 1965, have not been submitted, 
Subsequent affidavits, however, Show that December 30, 1964, was 
the last date of the electronic surveillance.) | ” 
F.R.Cr.Pr. 16 provides that the Government must disclose 
all records of illegal electronic surveillance to which defendant 
has standing to demand. The United States Supreme Court, however, 
in Alderman v. U.S., 394 U.S. 165, defined those with standing as 
those whose 4th Amendment rights have been violated. In other 
words, “disclosure will be limited to defendant's own conversations 


and those which took place on his premises".
